TALK IS GIVEN 


Following is a part of the talk 


given at the different schools by 
the speaker: 


"Public buildings such as hotels, 


school buildings, apartments, office 
building and many others 
are 


human habitations, "in them large 
numbers of people spend the great- 
er part of their time. With what 
protection are they provided in the 
event of fire ? From an examina- 
tion of our fire records it is appar- 
ent that protection from the fire 
hazard has not been one of the 
most important considerations in 
the construction of many of these 
buildings. 


"Our 
enormous fire waste with 


its consequent loss of life is a na- 
tional disgrace. Many of the fif- 
teen thousand lives sacrificed year- 
ly are lost in public buildings that 
burn. 


"These buildings 
are naturally 


subject to greater fire hazards than 
private structures. Hotels, apart- 
ments and office buildings are di- 
vided into many units of space, 
each occupied by a separate tenant 
who exercises full control and pos- 
session. The owner of the build- 
ing is not in a position to entire- 
ly prevent practices that tend to 
create dangerous fire haEards in 
tenant quarters. For this reason, 
such buildings must be constructed 
of fire-safe materials and provided 
with the best means of fire protec- 
tion and prevention. 


"The moral obligation to protect 
\ life and property is too great to be 


ignored. There is no greater crime 
than erecting a building that does 
not afford its occupants adequate 
protection from fire. 


"The fire prevention movement 


which started thirty years ago is 
a movement to protect our lives 


I and property from fire. It 
has 


j grown from a small band of indi- 
viduals to an organization of hun- 
dreds of diversified interests 
all 


.united to figrht the fire monster. 


"A sensible movement—worthy 


of the support of every individual 
in this country."
